This Office Action is in response to an Amendment filed 8-27-01 . 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 10 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sekiguchi et al. (US 5594280). 

Sekiguchi discloses an electronic device comprising: 

A substrate 31 1 , and a film pattern 317 provided over the substrate wherein said 
film pattern comprises a part selected from the group consisting of an electrode and a 
wiring, said part of said film pattern comprising aluminum containing carbon atoms at a 

concentration of 5 x 10 18 atoms ' cm " 3 or less (Col. 17, lines 59+). 
Regarding claim 16, 311 is glass. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11-15 and 17-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sekiguchi et al. 

Sekiguchi discloses an electronic device comprising a glass substrate (Claims 
17-21) and a film containing the specific concentration of carbon discussed above. 
However, Sekiguchi fails to specifically disclose: 

• TV camera parts (Claim 1 1 ) 

• personal computer parts (Claim 12) 

• car navigation parts (Claim 13) 

• TV projection system parts (Claim 14) 

• and video camera parts (Claim 15) 

Although Sekiguchi fails to specifically disclose specific electric/electronic 
devices to be used in combination with the recited structure, failure to do so is 
considered to suggest its use in combination with electric/electronic devices known by 
those with ordinary skill in the art. These include TV camera parts, personal computer 
parts, car navigation parts, TV projection system parts and video camera parts. It would 
have been obvious at the time the invention was made to use the claimed device in 
combination with the above parts, i.e. TV camera parts, personal computer parts, car 
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navigation parts, TV projection and video camera parts for at least the purpose of 
improving their performance. 



Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered and have 
been found persuasive, but are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. Find new 
rejection above.
